BEES AT WORK ALL THE TIME 


In Many Localities There l» No 


Closed Season for Those In- 


defatigable Laborers. 


Although bees are apt to turn out 


on any sunshiny day, the bulk of their 
•work is done by the first of Novem- 
ber and they have retired for their 
winter's sleep. The beekeeper must 
now put cushions into the tops of 
the hives, taking only what honey he 
is sure can be spared by the bees, 
and leave them for their hibernation. 


In Florida there is no such work to 


do, says a writer In Outing. .The bees 
•work all winter, and they havo as 
good feed in February and March as 
they do in July: The orange orchards 
are alive with the honey gatherers, 
and their buzzings blend into almost 
a roar in March, for that is when the 
orange flowers are open; but it must 
be' confessed that, the honey has a 
twang, something like the acidity ol 
an orange, and it does not compare at 
all with that made from the bass- - 
wood. 


Besides the orange there are suc« 


cessive flowerings of legumes. of all 
sorts all -the year, every one having a' 
positive flavor and very few of them 
giving to honey a familiar flavor. "Viet 
Florida is a natural home of the bee, 
and honey in the southern states will 
yet become as familiar a product ai 
cane sugar. 


In the Mississippi valley and else-, 


where professional beekeepers carry 
their hives to the south to meet the 
coming of the flowers early in the 
season, turning around toward - the 
north and carrying them to gather tha 
later sweets from later flowering ap- • 
pies and berries. In this way, or by 
carrying them up and down mountain 
sides, the feeding spells on clover or 
bass-wood and other trees can ba 
greatly lengthened.

Annuities for Government Employes at 


Age of 70 Years. 


Washington, May 7.—President- Taft 


has sent to congress a message approv- 
ing the plan of the commission on econ- 
omy and efficiency to retire all govern- 
ment employes at the age of 70 years 
on annuities equal to half salfny with 
a, maximum limit of $600. 


The plan provides that employes en- 


.ering the service after adoption of the 
superannuation plan shall make annual 
contributions to provide a retirement 
fund. 


The commission estimates that the 


plan would cost the government $227,000 
a vear during the next twenty years, 
and that the saving during the succeed- 
ing sixteen years would equalize it. 


Present employes would be assessed 


not exceeding 8 per cent. The govern- 
ment would contribute for employes who 
arc nearing 70 years. Employes who 
leave the service could irithdraw their 
deposits to the retirement fund with in- 
terest at 4 per cent
